Allowable Subject Matter 
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3. Claims 1-11, 13-1 9, 21-29 and 31 -32 are allowed. The following is the examiner's 
reasons for allowance: Claim 1 is directed to a computer storage medium encoded with 
a color characterization profile format comprising a container configured to add an XML- 
based signature from the purveyor of the electronic device to the additional extensions 
of color space information, use the XML-based signature to deny the user the ability to 
edit the additional extensions of color space information, and permit incorporation of 
executable code. The most pertinent is Newman et al. (US Publication Number 
2005/0280853). The prior art made of record does not disclose a container configured 
to add an XML-based signature from the purveyor of the electronic device to the 
additional extensions of color space information, use the XML-based signature to deny 
the user the ability to edit the additional extensions of color space information, and 
permit incorporation of executable code. The Examiner finds no reason or motivation to 
combine the above references in an obviousness rejection thus placing the application 
in condition for allowance.
